A Barlmurvilla dispatch to the 
Louisville Poet of Jan. 4, saye : 

"Figures on the production of 
crudn oil in tin* Kentucky fields 
for the past year showe runs 
amounting to 1,000,000 barrels. 
Tins •ruMunt was produced by the 
Wayne, Cumlmrland, Ktinx, Whit¬ 
ley, Eatill, Wolfe, Bath, Rowan, 
Knott and Floyd counties. The 
entire output, with the exception 
of 90,000 herrele, consists of the 
high grade product, similar to that 
found in Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia, and commands the high¬ 
est price. The Bath fields pro¬ 
duced the heavy grade oil, which 
commands a lesser price. 

During the past few nientha 
pipe lino extensions have been con¬ 
structed into Cumberland county, 
in the southern part of the .Slat*, 
and into Wolfe county, in the cen¬ 
tral part. A line is also nearing 
completion into Fentreas county, 
Tenn. Along the route of these 
extensions activity will pravail 
to the greatest extent during the 
coming year. 

At present Wayne county lead* 
in activity, with Cumberland and 
Wolfe counties close seconds. 
Wayne produces more than half of 
the output of the State, and about 
one hundred concerns have been 
engaged in development io that 
field during the past year.
